U.S. Scientists Clear Fog 


Behind the on-again, of {-again an­ 
nouncement 
by 
Soviet 
astronomers 
that they ma} have contacted radio 
emissions from distant civilizations is 


a long history of conjecture about in­ 
telligent beings elsewhere in the uni­ 
valve. In the millions of planets and 
other celestial bodies, both discovered 
sod undiscovered, there could be one 
which has produced native life as ad­ 
vanced as it is on earth. 
The signals monitored in the Soviet 
Union came from CTA - 102, an object 
in the constellation Pegasus which has 
attracted considerable attention since 
its discovery in 1960. Soviet astrono­ 
m ers who had been studying the object 
reported that the e m i s s i o n s fluct­ 
uated in a 100-day cycle. 
This seems to suggest 
that they 
might be of artificial origin. The Soviet 
interpretation of the pulsating signals 
is that CTA-102 must be relatively 
close and small (’’only” 230 tim es the 
width of the solar system ). U. S. as­ 
tronomers, who have spent consider­ 
able time looking for CTA-102 through 
the world’s largest telescope at Mt. 
Palomar, contend the object is both a 
great distance away and of tremendous 
size, and capable of an output equal to

the sun. 
Adding to the interest In this object 
is the sighting by the 200-inch Palo­ 
mar telescope of a deep violet object 
in the vicinity of CTA-102. The color of 
the object indicates it m ay be a qua­ 
sar, a newly discovered class of as­ 
tronomical objects which appear to be 
millions of tim es larger than a star 
and billions of tim es brighter. 
Quasars are known to emit particu­ 
larly powerful radio signals, by a pro­ 
cess yet unknown. 
If the violet light and CTA-102 are the 
sam e, 
American astronomers 
w i l l 
have scored an im pressive link in their 
theory that CTA-102 is both extraordin­ 
arily large and exceedingly far from 
the solar system . They will also have 
produced the baffling question, how 
can an object of such size emit a pul­ 
sating signal of such intensity? 
The sheer enormity of the questions 
being brought to the forefront by CTA- 
102, as well as the unbelievable size 
and energy output of the object, show 
astronomy to be on the threshold of j 
discoveries which may not only change j ~ 
prior k n o w l e d g e of the universe 
radically, but result in past discover- i 
ies being paled by comparison.
